PASS RATE SLUMPS 


Figures show a nine per cent drop in winter AS Level examinations 


LATEST exam results at 
Harlow College have dropped 
by nine per cent, the Star can 
reveal. 

The college initially claimed the 
pass rate remained the same as last 
year’s. 

But following the intervention of 
Harlow MP and minister for lifelong 
learning Bill Rammell, it confirmed 
yesterday (Wednesday) that AS Level 
pass rates had fallen to 58 per cent, 
while only A2 Levels remained at last 
year’s rate of 67 per cent. 

Success in AS Levels and A2 modu¬ 
lar exams can lead to the award of a 
full A-Level qualification. 

Deputy principal Pat Hay attributed 
the drop to a 13 per cent increase in the 
number of students sitting the exams. 

The college’s admission of the pass 
rate fall followed a national newspaper 
story on Tuesday which strongly criti¬ 
cised the way principal Colin 
Hindmarch was carrying out his con-

troversial reforms. 

Student Union president Victoria 
Broad, who failed her two psychology 
modules, added to the condemnation 
by claiming students had been “totally 
unprepared” for the exams. 

And in an open letter to Mr 
Rammell, former school governor 
Tony Edwards, of Felmongers, Harlow, 
said students’ chances of getting a uni¬ 
versity place have been “severely dam¬ 
aged by what passes for an education 
at the college.” 

The Star attempted to independent¬ 
ly verify the initial figures released by 
the college but learned that winter 
results are not published by colleges 
and cannot be checked through a 
Government source. Several agencies 
which collate examination statistics, 
including the Learning and Skills 
Council, the Assessment and 
Qualifications Alliance and the 


Qualifications and Curriculum 
Authority, ail said they were unable to 
verify the results. 

Upwards of 79 lecturers were lost to 
the college last summer through redun¬ 
dancy or not wanting to be a part of Mr 
Hindmarch’s new Teaching and 
Learning Strategy, which provoked ral¬ 
lies and five days of strike action by 
the University and College Union. 

In response to the figures, Mr 
Rammell said he believed new advi¬ 
sors and governors were having a pos¬ 
itive impact at the college, adding: “I 
have made very clear, publicly and pri¬ 
vately, my criticisms of the principal 
over his management of change and 
the way this has affected the college.” 

He added he does not believe it 
would be in the students’ best interests 
if Mr Hindmarch was ordered from his 
post, stating: “If I did believe it, I 
would say so.” 

College governors chairman Martin 
Coleman said on Tuesday: “We (the 
board) are very pleased with the way 
things are going.”

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THIS summer’s big 
fundraising event in Harlow 
has already got off to a 
fantastic start. 

On Saturday, June 21 thousands of 
women are expected to take part in 
a 10km Midnight Walk along the 
town’s network of cycle paths to 
raise money for St Clare Hospice. 
Within hours of details being published 
in last week’s Harlow Star- one of the 
official supporters of the event along 
with our sister paper the Bishop s 
Stortford Observer and ten-17fm - the 
organisers received scores of inquiries 
from women wanting to sign up.

Marshals will be stationed along the 
route - which starts and finishes at the 
Water Gardens - to guide and assist 
participants when necessary. The 
Midnight Walk is accessible to 
wheelchair users. 

Everyone who takes part will receive a 
special pink T-shirt and goody bag 
when they arrive on the night. 

The walk will be the biggest single 
fundraising event in the history of the 
hospice. The annual running cost of the 
service is £1.8m and it receives 30 per 
cent of its funding from the West Essex 
Primary Care Trust. 

Communications officer Giles Wright 
said: “Already hundreds of local ladies 
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have shown they want to support their 
local hospice charity by painting the 
town pink and having a great time out 
with their friends. 

“We are delighted that so many want to 
make this event a success and urge 
anyone who hasn’t signed up yet to do 
so to help us to reach our target so we 
can be there for so many more local 
people dying from illnesses such as 
cancer.” 

Star editor Ken Morley said: “The 
response so far has been terrific but this 
is only the start. We want as many of 
our readers as possible to take part to 
raise much-needed funds for St Clare. 


“The Star is very proud to support this 
local event raising money for a local 
charity which cares for local people.” 
Melanie Nightingale, Midnight Walk 
event manager, said: “I really want to 
make this event a great ladies’ night 
out. 

“Having walked the route twice I want 
to reassure anyone who may be 
concerned they aren’t fit enough to 
give it a go! It’s a lovely walk around 
the local community which we serve 
every day. 

“Go and get your friends together and 
sign up today before all the places go.”

Essex County Council 
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Huge energy bill 
rise hits council 


A FOUR-day week is 
one of several radical 
ideas being contem¬ 
plated by Harlow 
Council to offset spi¬ 
ralling energy costs. 

The policy and 
resources committee is to 
consider various options 
after learning that the 
authority faces a massive 
35 per cent hike in its 
electricity bills and 18 
per cent increase in gas. 

On Thursday, it approved a 
new 18-month contract for 
the supply of energy to the 
Civic Centre, Latton Bush 
Centre and The Playhouse, as 
well as for communal light¬ 
ing and heating installations. 

A switch to a new suppli¬ 
er, which operates by trading 
on futures markets, was 
agreed after officers warned 
that simply extending the 
existing contract would lead 
to an even bigger increase in 
costs. 

And property and facili¬ 
ties manager Joe McGill and 
head of regulation Graeme 
Bloomer revealed some eye¬ 
brow-raising ideas to miti¬ 
gate the rises. 

Mr Bloomer said: “The 
only control we have as a 
council is over our consump¬ 
tion and we believe there is

huge scope for reducing 
wastage. 

“We could reduce the 
opening hours of the Civic 
Centre or close off parts of it 
after a certain time; we could 
transfer evening meetings to 
the Latton Bush Centre, 
which has to be kept open for 
other uses anyway; or we 
could guillotine meetings at, 
say, 8.30pm. Another option 
might be to compress the 
37.5 hour working week into 
four days. 

“There are all sorts of 
things we could do - we 
believe we can reduce the 
overall power consumption 
by anything up to 20 per 
cent.” 

The sentiments were wel¬ 
comed by councillors of all 
parties who agreed to receive 
a more detailed report on the 
various options. 

Opposition leader Andrew 
Johnson (Conservative) said: 
“I’m not necessarily in 
favour of everything that was 
suggested but I think there 
are some very interesting 
ideas there and I’m very keen 
on us investigating them. I 
think the officers involved 
deserve praise for daring to 
think outside the box.”

Suicide watch training 
follows third rail death 


A MAN has died after being 
struck by a train in Harlow - the 
third death on the town’s tracks 
in as many weeks. 

The unnamed man in his 40s 
died after being struck by a 
train at Harlow Mill shortly 
after 9am on Thursday. 

He suffered a serious head 
injury and emergency crews 
pronounced him dead at the 
scene. 

Passengers were removed 
from the 8.28am London 
Liverpool Street to Cambridge 
and offered treatment for shock. 

The man’s death follows 
those of Peter Lelean (23), of 
Canons Gate, Harlow, who died 
at Harlow Town on February 
26, and Michael Begley (62), of 
Mark Hall Moors, who died at 
Harlow Mill on March 3. 

British Transport Police have 


confirmed they are not treating 
any of the deaths as suspicious. 

This week, rail chiefs 
revealed plans to try to avert 
suicides at stations in the 
region. 

Network Rail is working with 
National Express East Anglia - 
the train provider for Harlow - 
and others to teach its staff to 
spot people who could be a 
potential risk to themselves. 

The plan is being implement¬ 
ed at train stations nationally 
and it is thought it will be rolled 
out in the east when NEEA staff 
receive training soon. 

A NEEA spokeswoman con¬ 
firmed the company “is work¬ 
ing closely with Network Rail 
and the British Transport Police 
to try and reduce the number of 
fatalities on the railway net¬ 
work.”

Garages change vetoed 


DEVELOPMENT of a garage site 
in Harlow’s Hailing Hill has now 
been ruled out, despite council 
officers previously identifying the 
block as ripe for demolition to 
make way for homes. 

After further investigation, 
Harlow Council ruled the site 
unviable for development due to 


its size, shape and access. 

The authority is to press ahead 
with the disposal of six other 
garage sites in Stackfield, Fel- 
mongers, Milwards, The Hides, 
The Hill and Collins Meadow. 

It is anticipated that planning 
permission to redevelop the sites 
will be submitted by July.

P OSITIVE spin is a 
commonly used tool in 
dealing with the Press, but 
there comes a point when 
openness and transparency 
would definitely be the best 
policy. 

Harlow College AS Level results 
have dropped - and no matter 
what excuses are provided, this 
could never be viewed as good 
news. 

Students get their first chance 
only once and it appears this 
year's AS Level results have 
proved the negative impact of 
the radical and controverisal 
changes brought in by the 
principal. 

Having the chairman of the 
board of governors telling the 
Storhe was 'very pleased with 
the way things are going’ will 
simply add fuel to the fires of 
indignation.

Councillor should learn 
to use his eyes and ears 

SIR, I was surprised by the comments from councillor 
Nick Churchill (Letters, March 13) over this year’s 
council budget. 

Clearly, at full council he was not listening to the debate 
and discussion from all three political parties, who 
effectively supported the budget. It is interesting that his 
party never made a single alternative suggestion on how 
we can spend the £300,000. 

Can I remind him that this joint administration, for the 
second year running, has set one of the lowest council 
taxes in Essex? 

Also, he is incorrect on the issue about the swimming 
pool, because it was actually the Tory party - his 
colleagues - who supported the recommendation of 
closure. Cllr Churchill also failed in his duty to attend a 
briefing session over the financial situation that the 
council was facing; if he had attended, he would have 
realised that the so-called black hole was only going to 
occur if this council failed to take action. He would also 
have been advised that the external auditors, who have 
been monitoring the activity of the council, have been 
very positive over the direct nature in which this 
administration has dealt with these issues. 

He also claims there was a debacle at The Playhouse. 
Again, he has not been fully informed; in fact, there were 
issues that were investigated and dealt with and as a result 
we are putting in additional support to enable The 
Playhouse to be successful. 

In his letter he indicates that his ward does not want a 
share of the £110,000 allocated for either kickwalls or 
activities directly focused on young people. If his other 
two colleagues agree with him, then the money will be re¬ 
allocated as I am sure most other wards would welcome 
the additional funding. The kickwall concept did not come 
from the administration but as a direct result of 
community liaison through the youth council, community 
groups and residents’ associations. The simple truth is that 
there is not much for young people to do and therefore 
they get bored and hang around shops and, sometimes, 
that is when anti-social behaviour occurs. I am 
disappointed that his community don’t use the kickwalls, 
but certainly when I have visited these sites, I have always 
seen young people playing there. They are hugely 
successful in the few areas that do have them. 

At a recent community engagement event, one of his own 
residents association representatives was complaining that 


young people were hanging around the Katherine’s shops 
with nothing to do and, in fact, some vandalism occurred 
around the local community centre. Therefore, I would 
assume, and so does his local community, that giving 
young people activities is a much better remedy than 
simply employing more staff. 

It is a sad indictment that this councillor appears not to 
listen to his own community and certainly I do not recall 
him making any such comments as these at the full 
council debate. This year’s budget is a positive reaction to 
the needs of our community and I have gone on record 
that we should do more. 

He also may have thought that the beautiful bulbs 
currently blooming in and around Harlow have just 
spontaneously appeared, but in fact the truth is that this 
bulb- planting, and the wild flowers that will follow, was a 
commitment made by this administration last year after 
listening carefully to the views of our community. 

I would simply say to Cllr Churchill and those other 
councillors who have tunnel vision that actually you need 
to look around Harlow and see the difference we are 
making; open your ears and start listening to the people 
who matter and perhaps for once engage in discussions at 
full council, rather than just sitting there composing your 
letters to the local press. 

As leader of the Labour group at Harlow Council I 
welcome the elections of May 1, because I truly believe 
the community can see the difference we are making. 

We want to do more, we can do more and we will do 
more, with the support of our community on May 1.

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Bankers in court 
over killing case 


OAPs left in 
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TWO brothers accused of killing a 
pleasure boat captain are to stand 
trial next month. 

Christopher Liddard (28), of 
Challinor, Harlow, and Andrew 
Liddard (22), of Plomer Avenue, 
Hoddesdon, face charges of 
manslaughter, affray and assault 
occasioning actual bodily harm over 
the death of Michael Reed (67) last 
year. Christopher Liddard is also 
accused of common assault. 

Mr Reed, a senior crew member of 
the City Cruises boat The 
Millennium of Peace, died from a 
heart attack after an incident with 
the pair on June 2 last year. 

The Stepney born father-of-three, 
who was due to retire the following 
day, had worked on the Thames as a 
lighterman for the past 50 years and 
was suffering from heart disease at 
the time of his death. 

The Liddards, both bankers, 
appeared at the Old Bailey on 
Tuesday. Neither has entered pleas 
and a trial is due to start on April 28. 
Judge Peter Thornton QC adjourned 
the case for a pre-trial hearing on 
April 8. Both men remain on 
conditional bail. 

Flashing accused 
opts for jury trial 

A HARLOW man on two charges of 
indecent exposure has opted for a 
jury trial at St Alban’s Crown Court. 
David Liddon (25), of The Hides, 
appeared at Hertford Magistrates’ 
Court on Friday and denied 
intentionally exposing himself with 
intent to cause alarm or distress on 
August 8 last year and February 21 
in Hoddesdon. He was released on 
bail until May 6. 


the cold by 
boiler delay

AN elderly couple have been left 
without heating and hot water for 12 
long weeks during the coldest 
months of the year. 

Kay and Jim Thompson applied for a 
Government-funded Warm Front grant to 
help meet the costs of replacing their cen¬ 
tral heating system after the boiler was con¬ 
demned by TRANSCO engineers last 
December. 

The couple, pictured right, of Five Acres, 
Harlow, successfully secured the maximum con¬ 
tribution of £2,700 - but were then shocked to 
learn they could wait for up to six months before 
any work was carried out. 

To make matters worse, they were then asked 
for a further £739.54 to carry out the work from 
contractor Dawsetway after it was claimed the 
grant money was insufficient. 

Fortunately, disabled former Grenadier Guard 
Mr Thompson was able to call on the Royal 
British Legion to help meet the extra costs, but 
it was not until the Star made inquiries on their 
behalf that the couple were told that work will 
begin soon.

“This is supposed to be a Government-funded 
initiative set up to help elderly and disabled 
people to make their homes warmer and health¬ 
ier, but they seem quite willing to allow us to be 
without heating or hot water for the whole of 
winter!” said Mrs Thompson. 

The couple have been forced to wash using 
pans of boiled water and rely on two electric 
heaters for warmth. Mrs Thompson claims the 
stress of their predicament is starting to affect 
her health. 

“I’ve now got a nasty rash on my arm, which 
my GP tells me is due to stress,” she said. “We 
can’t go on living like this, huddled around 
two electric heaters during the coldest 
months of the year - goodness knows how 
much it’s costing us to run them.” 

A Warm Front spokesman told the Star 
the scheme was not an emergency measure 
and said it was still within its six-month 
delivery deadline, although he promised 
the work would be completed soon. 

“This is a very popular scheme and we 
do make sure applicants are aware it could 
take up to 120 days for us to complete any 
work needed,” he said. 

“But having looked into this particular 
case, we would like to assure Mr and Mrs 
Thompson that work will be carried out 
within the next two to three weeks.”

The Captain's 
poem of loss 


G ILBEY’S, the 
distillery which 
stood at the centre of 
Harlow for so many years, 
has been a favourite topic 
in Nostalgia. 

But although we have heard 
much about the company, its 
products and its staff, we have 
not, up until now, considered the 
family behind the name. 

Jack Gilbey, who as a young boy 
moved with the family to Mark Hall 
in 1894, was the last of the clan to 
live in Harlow. 

Although he survived war service in 
The First World War, Captain Jack - 
as he was to become widely known 
- later lost his only son in The 
Second World War. 

He wrote a moving poem, A Father 
Mourns His Son, about receiving 
his son’s last letter one week after

learning of his death. 

This was published after the war, 
along with some of Jack’s other 
poetry, in a collection entitled 
Snowdrops at Dusk. 

The first stanza reads: 

Last week they sent me word that 
he was dead. 

’Twas just th ’official note: how 
curt it read. 

No further news except that he was 
gone 

I knew not when nor where. It 
might be long 

Before some friend could tell me 
how he died- 

My only son, who was my joy and 
pride 


You can read the full poem on the 
Nostalgia section of the Star’s 
website at www.harlowstar.co.uk, 
and I thoroughly recommend that 
you do. 

Upper Park resident Ron Bill 
bought the book years later in 1981 
and decided to write to Captain 
Jack, asking if they could meet. 

"He readily agreed and we spent an 
interesting morning at his final 
house, Gian Avon, in Potter Street,” 
he said. “Amongst his art collection 
was a splendid canvas, about 4ft by 
3 ft, of Mark Hall, with some of the 
family leaning over a five-bar gate. 
When Jack died a few years later, I 
wrote to his estate asking if the 
picture could stay in Harlow, but I 
never got a reply.”

MP vows to fight gipsy pitch burden 


PLANS to increase the number of 
gipsy and traveller pitches in Harlow 
and Epping have moved one step 
closer after draft proposals were 
given the thumbs up. 

But the move has angered Harlow 
MP Bill Rammell who claims the 
proposed allocation is unfair. 

The East of England Regional 
Assembly voted on Tuesday to allo¬ 
cate 15 more pitches to Harlow and 
49 more to Epping, bringing the num¬ 
ber in Harlow up to 49 and in Epping 
Forest to 143. 

The recommendation to the 


Government will now be the subject 
of public consultation with a result 
not likely for months. It will then be 
subject to further scrutiny and, if 
approved, will be put in place by 
2011 . 

But Mr Rammell said that while he 
agreed more pitches are needed to 
deter illegal encampments, the latest 
proposals will impose further bur¬ 
dens on both Harlow and Epping 
Forest which already provide perma¬ 
nent sites. 

“I will continue to campaign for 
my constituents in Harlow and 


Epping Forest who have shouldered 
their fair share of the burden over the 
year,” he said. “They are being pun¬ 
ished for historically acting responsi¬ 
bly where other local authorities have 
not.” 

Adrian Cannard, head of planning 
and housing for EERA, said the pro¬ 
posed allocation was fair and the fig¬ 
ures were based on the needs of areas. 

He also stressed the plans were still 
a long way from being decided and if 
they are approved,it will be up to 
local councils to decide where the 
pitches will go.

A BINGO hall in Harlow is calling 
on the Government to stop 
“unfair” taxation on its profits as 
it struggles to stay afloat. 

Mecca Bingo, in Terminus Street, must 
pay the Treasury a gross profits tax of 
15 per cent on top of VAT - an extra 
financial burden the club’s management 
claims will ultimately force the hall to 
close. 

Due to a quirk in gambling legislation, bingo 
clubs have been obliged to pay the secondary 
taxation since 2003 while other gambling 
institutions such as casinos and betting shops 
remain unaffected. 

The club was hoping to be thrown a lifeline in 
last week’s Budget, but the Chancellor’s 
announcements failed to address the concerns 
of bingo halls throughout the country. 

The Harlow club has about 40,000 members, 
although numbers have dwindled since the 
Government introduced the public smoking 
ban, and now management fears the extra 
taxation will be the final nail in the coffin. 
Manager Bernie Dullaghan told the Star. 
“There’s a combination of factors affecting 
our business at the moment; the smoking ban, 
online gambling and general economics have 
all contributed to a drop in revenue. 

“We want the government to help reduce the 
strain on our business by removing the extra 
financial burden of this unfair gross profits 
tax - no other gambling business has to pay 
it, so why should we? 

“This club plays a pivotal role in the local 
community and it would be a major blow to 
our thousands of members if we were forced 
to close.” 

Conservative prospective Parliamentary 
candidate Robert Halfon has given his 
support to the club's cause and has now 
launched a local petition to lift the “unfair” 
second tax. 

“Harlow Bingo Club is an amazing place and 
is a real community institution,” he said. 
“Thousands of Harlow residents are members. 
“Already, with the Government’s smoking 
ban, numbers have fallen. If the Government 
persists in taxing the club twice, numbers will 
fall even further.”

Booze tax 'will 
threaten pubs'

PUBS could be forced out of 
business by the Govern¬ 
ment’s “misguided” crack¬ 
down on alcohol abuse, 
landlords have warned. 

McMullen, which owns many 
of Harlow’s pubs, has hit out at 
the inflation-busting hikes in 
alcohol tax contained in last 
week’s Budget, predicting it 
could be the final straw for many 
struggling hostelries. 

Among the measures announced 
to Parliament by Chancellor Alistair 
Darling were a 4p increase on a pint 
of beer, 3p a litre on cider, 14p on a 
bottle of wine and 55p on a bottle of 
spirits. In addition, duty on alcohol 
will go up by two per cent more than 
inflation for the next four years. 

In total, the tax rises will rake in 
£400m for the Treasury during the 
next year - although the Government 
claims it wishes to make alcohol 
more expensive to discourage young 
people from binge drinking. 

Fergus McMullen, sales director 
at the Hertford brewery which runs 
135 pubs - including The Cock, in 
Cock Green, The Hare, in Hare 
Street Springs, The Herald, in 
Broadley Road, and The Dusty

Miller, in Burnt Mill Lane - said the 
Chancellor’s actions would push the 
average price of a pint up to £3. 

“By the time you add VAT, it’s 
more like 6p-8p on a pint, depending 
on its alcohol content,” he said. 
“With our raw materials going 
through the roof and energy bills 
soaring, tenants are having to put up 
their pints by around 16p-20p. 

“A lot of pubs are hanging on by 
their fingertips. People say they like 
having a local, but soon it won’t be 
there.” 

Alf Raine, landlord at The Shark, 
in Hobtoe Road, added: “If the 
Government wants to tackle binge

drinking it should be concentrating 
on supermarkets, not the responsible 
pub trade. This action is misguided. 

“We are a community pub and we 
attract mature people - you don’t get 
teenagers binge drinking in here.” 

Conservative prospective 

Parliamentary candidate Robert 
Halfon agreed that pubs were being 
unfairly targeted but Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell defended his Govermnent’s 
actions, blaming global economic 
uncertainty for the hike. 

“That does mean difficult deci¬ 
sions and I think most people would 
rather have duty on alcohol and cig¬ 
arettes than tax increases,” he said.

WHETHER you 
view this as a 
biting satire of 
global 

ignorance, a 
philosophical 
morality tale or 
just a cartoon 
with funny talking 
animals, you can 
be sure the kids will 
want to go. 

Springing from a garbled version 
of the infinite monkey theorem 
whereby thinkers have tried to 
prove every combination is possible 
given time, this adaptation of a Dr 
Seuss book asks the big question ‘are we 
alone in this rather large Universe?’. 

And while Seuss may not have intended so deep a 
reading, preferring his esoteric language to be the 
focus, the producers have brought it to the fore. 
Horton is an elephant voiced by Jim Carrey, 
evidently enjoying his association with Seuss 
after the excellent adaptation of The Grinch. 

Horton is constantly amazed at his own 
existence and that of others around him, 
and uses his vast imagination to teach 
others about the wonders of the world. 

One day, he hears a tiny voice coming 
from a floating speck of dust. It turns out 
to have its own minuscule civilisation, 

Whoville. 

The Mayor of Whoville (Steve Carell) is 
the one who has managed to 
communicate with Horton and can’t 
believe that there is something bigger 
than his world. 

Whoville is subsequently dogged by 
several climate and environmental 
changes, such as darkness in the 
middle of the day and snow in summer, 
and the mayor believes that his world is 
in great danger. 

But when he tries to warn his people of 
the impending doom, he's ridiculed at every 
turn a la Chicken Little. 

Horton gets the same reaction from everyone 
in his world, who think him crazy too; especially 
the kangaroo (Carol Burnett) who wants to get rid 
of the speck and Horton's wild ideas for good. 
Beautifully rendered and wildly entertaining, the film 
will appeal to little ones who may find the larger 
philosophical issues whizzing over their scalps, but it 
should teach them about listening to even the smallest 
voices.

THE GAME PLAN. The 

transition from wrestling to the 
big screen has seemingly been 
an easy one for The Rock, what 
with his subtlety, training and 
years of treading the stage - 
whatever! Top football star Joe 
Kingman (The Rock) has a 
previously unknown eight-year- 
old daughter from a former 
marriage show up on his 
doorstep. The precocious youth 
(Madison Pettis) transforms his 
life from an egotistical, 
promiscuous bachelor to a 
loving father. This rites of 
passage drivel is honestly more 
painful than a double Nelson 
with twist-back thumbscrew 
slam-down. 

VANTAGE POINT. Howard 
Lewis (Forest Whitaker) believes 
he has captured those 
responsible for the 
assassination of the President 
(William Hurt) on camera while 
filming an anti-terrorist summit 
in Spain.

BEOWULF 

(Warner Home Video, 12, retail & rental) 

“I am Ripper. Tearer. Slasher. Gouger. I am the teeth 
in the darkness, the talons in the night. Mine is 
strength and lust and power! i am Beowulf!” 

Who’d have thought Ray Winstone would be so well 
cut out for the role of a six-packed warrior hero going 
head to head with a seemingly invincible troll and a 
majestic flame-spewing dragon? 

Thanks to advances in motion capture technology, 
director Robert Zemeckis and his talented team have 
been able to give the actor the physique to match his 
attitude in this breathlessly enjoyable, hugely 
impressive retelling of the legend and it’s an 
indication of how far this style of animation has come 
that within five minutes you’ve pretty much forgotten 
you’re not watching real people in a real 
environment. 

A big part of the seduction is due to the excellent 
script by respected British fantasy writer Neil Gaiman 
and Roger Avery, capturing the epic tone of the tale 
while infusing it with a more post-modern 
melancholy. 

Unlike the usual muscle-bound sword-and-sorcery 
heroes, this Beowulf seems barely sane; early on, it’s 
clear he’s an arrogant braggart almost unhinged by 
his desire for glory - even his men mutter behind his 
back “Last time it was three!” as he spins the tale of 
an earlier victory nine cyclopean sea monsters. 

No matter, because when the lights go out and the 
gibbering 12ft horror that is the murderous troll 
Grendel must be faced, there’s no-one you’d rather 
have in front of you than this fearless blonde giant. 
And what a foe it is. Crispin Glover almost steals the 
film with his incredible performance as Grendel, a 
living embodiment of weeping pain and jealous 
hatred who rains down violent death on the realm of 
King Hrothgar (Anthony Hopkins). 

Another remarkable achievement by Gaiman and 
Avery is the pleasing integration of all three acts of the 
original story - the fight against Grendel, the 
confrontation with his more powerful mother and, 
finally, the unrelated closing chapter with an ageing 
King Beowulf taking up his sword for the last time 
against a monstrous dragon - into a single, fluid 
narrative. 

There are a couple of minor criticisms, particularly 
the ludicrous Austin Powers-sty\e game of hide-the- 
tackle when Beowulf elects to fight Grendel naked 
and giving the creature’s siren mother (Angelina 
Jolie) growths which look like stiletto heels, but 
otherwise this is a majestic, gorgeous-looking 
adrenalin rush of a movie that holds up just as well at 
home as it did in glorious 3-D at the cinema. 

Beowulf is available as an extras-free single disc 
featuring the original theatrical cut and as a two-disc 
director’s cut beefed up with more graphic violence 
and gore plus a fistful of additional features on just 
about every aspect of the production from adapting 
the story and concept art through to the motion 
capture process and animation.

MICROCOSMOS 

(Second Sight, U, retail) 

This fascinating, beautifully photographed 1996 look 
at the unseen world of a French meadow gets in so 
close that it’s like watching a work of surrealist 



science fiction as exotic alien creatures do battle for 
their lives right under our feet. 

Wisely keeping the narration (by Kristin Scott- 
Thomas) to a bare minimum, French biologists and 
film-makers Claud Nuridsany and Marie Perennou 
pull the viewer into the midst of the daily cycle of life 
as a wide cast of creatures give birth, fight for 
territory, hunt, kill and die. 

In a documentary of consistently ravishing imagery, 
some scenes still manage to stand out - two snails 
making love become an indivisible single entity; a 
dung beetle goes tirelessly about its Sisyphean 
labours; and an aquatic spider creates an underwater 
air chamber in which it can securely consume its 
prey. 

Without a single dull moment in its 75 minutes, this 
remastered print (accompanied by features on its 
production) is a visual treat and a perfect way to 
share some of the world’s smallest wonders with 
children.

AUGUST RUSH 

(Entertainment In Video, PG, retail & rental) 

Not for diabetics, certainly, this is for those who like 
their schmaltzy wish-fulfilment fantasy topped with 
clotted cream, five kinds of chocolate syrup and a 
thick coating of pink sugar sprinkles - and yet it does 
have a certain charm. 

A one-night romance between two musical geniuses, 
rock band frontman Louis and concert cellist Lyla, 
results in a son spirited away anonymously by the 
latter’s controlling father and dumped on the state. 
Some 12 years later, he’s grown into Evan (a likeable 
performance from Freddie Highmore), bullied and 
clinging to the belief that he can reach his parents via 


the music he makes in his head. 

Absconding from the children’s home to New York, 
he stumbles into a cheesy Oliver Twist riff with Robin 
Williams as a creepy Fagin/Sykes-esque mentor of 
musical street children and is then improbably 
inducted into the world famous Julliard music school 
where he writes a symphony to be performed in 
Central Park in the hope his real parents will hear it 
and know who he is.

THE TRIPPER 

(Momentum Pictures, 18, retail) 

David ( Scream ) Arquette seems to have come up 
with this self-indulgent directorial debut while sharing 
a King Kong bong with a bunch of friends (most of 
whom appear in it too). 

Ostensibly a comedy slasher, an opening montage of 
Vietnam war footage and an axe-wield psycho made- 
up to resemble Roanld Reagan suggests he’s going for 
political satire too, but if so it’s as subtle as being 
smacked in the face with a star-spangled meat 
tenderiser. 

Three couples (including another fun stoned turn 
from Clerks' Jason Mewes) arrive at the American 
Free Love rock festival (run by a delightfully foul- 
mouthed Paul ‘Pee Wee Herman’ Reubens) and 
consume an industrial amount of narcotics while 
tangling with the aforementioned killer. 

The kills are pleasingly splashy but robbed of any 
impact or tension by the film’s uneven tone and a lot 
of druggie humour (hat isn’t that funny, and it also 
suffers from being set at a festival attended by about 
50 random extras and a stage barely larger than you 
find in most pubs.
